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In  order  to  prevent  another  Amalek, 
we  must  behave  ethically.

Our  friend  Professor  David 

Golinkin  has  written  an  article 
on  Purim,  which  appeared  in 
the  Jerusalem  Post  Weekend 
Magazine  in  2006. 

In  this  well  researched  piece  he  raises  the 
problem  of  Jews  being  accused  of  genocide  and 
the  attempts  to  explain  how  we  can  deal  with 
this. 

Haman  attempted  to  destroy  the  Jewish 
people,  yet  we  seldom  notice  that  we  are  twice 
commanded  to  do  the  same  thing  to  Haman’s 
people  (Exodus  17  and  Deuteronomy  25).  In 
the  Haftarah  of  Shabbat  Zachor  the  prophet  Samuel  orders  King 
Saul  to  “attack  Amalek,  spare  no  one,  but  kill  men  and  women, 
infants  and  sucklings,  oxen  and  sheep,  camels  and  asses.” 

While  it  may  be  true  that  Amalek  deviated  from  the  norms 
of  war  in  cruelty,  nevertheless,  a  number  of  rabbinic  sources 
express  clear  discomfort  with  the  requirement  to  blot  out  the 
memory  of  Amalek.  If  an  Amalakite  sinned,  did  his  animal  sin? 
If  the  adults  sinned,  did  children  sin? 


Rabbi  Ya’acov  Haim  Sofer  asked  why  we 
don’t  recite  a  blessing  before  reading  Zachor 
(remember)  on  the  Shabbat  before  Purim — 
“Because  we  do  not  bless  regarding  destruction, 
even  the  destruction  of  non-Jews.” 

This  type  of  discomfort  led  to  allegorical 
interpretations  of  the  commandment  to 
destroy  Amalek.  The  Zohar,  for  instance,  says 
that  Amalek  means  the  evil  inclination,  not  a 
physical  people  called  Amalek.  Other  leading 
rabbis  say  that  in  our  day  Amalek  no  longer 
exists. 

There  is  a  fascinating  story  from  Palestine 
in  1898.  Rabbi  Yosef  Chaim  Sonnenfeld  refused  to  greet  Kaiser 
Wilhelm  II  citing  the  Vilna  Gaon’s  view  that  the  Germans  are 
descendants  of  Amalek! 

According  to  a  midrash  Amalek  attacked  the  Jews  because  of 
their  unethical  behavior.  Thus,  the  message  of  the  story  is  not 
hatred  but  repentance.  In  order  to  prevent  another  Amalek,  we 
must  behave  ethically.

Under  Nancy  Hirschtritt's  leadership,  we 
will  also  have  a  special  tribute  journal  for  Rabbi  Lincoln,  a  nice 
way  to  reflect  on  his  wonderful  years  here.

P.A.S.  Timeline:  Selections  from  our  Archives  I  Through  June  2008 


This  very  special  exhibition  includes  a  timeline  of  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  history,  juxtaposing  P.A.S.  milestones  with  contemporary 
events  in  Jewish  history,  as  well  as  significant  events  in  NYC, 
American,  and  world  history.  The  exhibit  cases  feature  significant 
artifacts  from  the  P.A.S.  Archives  collection.  The  Exhibition 
Committee,  chaired  by  Jean  Bloch  Rosensaft,  working  closely  with 
Archives  Co-Chairs  Laurie  Harris  and  Marcia  Stone,  has  been 
collecting  and  organizing  this  material  for  over  a  year.  The  show 
begins  with  the  history  of  the  founding  congregations,  and  then 
surveys  the  decades  from  the  1920s  through  the  125th  Anniversary 


year.  The  display  of  documents,  photographs,  and  artifacts 
illuminates  the  sequential  development  of  the  synagogue's  three 
structures  and  the  role  of  contemporary  art  commissions  for  the 
Adolph  Gottlieb  stained  glass  windows  and  Nathan  Rapoport  facade 
sculptures.  The  exhibition  highlights  the  generations  of  clergy  who 
have  led  our  synagogue  with  commitment  and  vision  and  their 
distinguished  contributions  to  P.A.S.,  the  Jewish  community,  and 
world  history.  It  features  the  special  role  that  P.A.S.  has  played 
in  the  renaissance  of  Jewish  music  through  the  commissioning  of 
liturgical  music  from  the  1940s  to  the  present  day.

Tribute  to  Rabbi  David  H.  Lincoln 


Park  Avenue  Synagogue  1 25th  Anniversary  Ball  I  Saturday,  March  1 


The  kavod  expressed  to  Rabbi  Lincoln  on  the  occasion  of  his  retire¬ 
ment  after  twenty  years  on  the  pulpit  of  P.A.S.  incorporates  appreci¬ 
ation  for  all  that  he  is  and  that  he  has  brought  to  this  congregation. 
With  its  history  of  outstanding  rabbis  and  the  close  ties  between 
P.A.S.  and  the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary,  Rabbi  Lincoln  says  that 
his  selection  twenty  years  ago  was  "somewhat  surprising,"  since  he 
had  not  been  ordained  at  JTS.  Rather,  born  in 
London  where  he  was  educated  in  the  law  and 
at  Orthodox  yeshivas  in  the  United  Kingdom 
and  in  Jerusalem,  he  was  ordained  at  the  Etz 
Chaim  Yeshiva  and  by  the  Ab  Deth  Din  of 
London. 

During  his  term,  P.A.S.  services  and 
practices  have  gradually  become  more 
traditional — but  are  egalitarian.  Among  the 
changes  he  instituted  have  been  daily  morning 
services,  blessing  of  Kohanim,  Havurah,  and 
afternoon  services  led  by  clergy,  as  well  as  Tiny 
Tot  services. 

The  increasing  number  of  young  families,  he  sees,  value  tradi¬ 
tion.  The  congregation  has  become  more  observant;  and  notes  there 
has  been  no  opposition  to  any  of  the  changes  he  has  instituted — in 
fact,  as  the  younger  population  grows,  he  sees  that  they  particularly 
are  seeking  more  traditional  practices,  and  more  people  now  keep 
Kosher  and  are  sending  their  children  to  Jewish  day  schools. 

Rabbi  Lincoln  speaks  proudly  of  the  traditions  set  by  his 
own  forbears:  his  father  was  active  in  founding  the  Conservative 
movement  in  England,  where  he  was  a  lawyer  and  a  naval  officer  as 
well  as  a  congregational  rabbi.  Both  his  father  and  grandfather  had

been  Conservative  rabbis  in  the  United  States  before  going  back  to 
the  U.K. 

It  was  natural  for  the  young  Rabbi  and  his  wife  Susan  to  decide 
to  relocate,  and  in  1968  David  Lincoln  became  Assistant  Rabbi  of 
a  large  conservative  congregation  in  Kansas  City,  then  moved  on  to 
and  flourished  in  Chicago  and  Wilmette,  where  as  Rabbi  of  Beth 
Hillel  Congregation  he  became  President  of  the 
Chicago  Region  of  the  Rabbinical  Assembly;  and 
the  Lincoln’s  third  child  was  born.  He  has  been  at 
P.A.S.  since  1 987. 

It  is  clear  that  both  Rabbi  and  Susan  Lincoln 
have  created  an  important  place  for  themselves 
not  only  at  P.A.S.,  but  in  N.Y.C.,  in  the  world  of 
Jewish  organizations  and  institutions,  and  with 
the  international  Jewish  community.  He  is  proud 
of  his  ecumenical  work;  has  traveled  throughout 
the  world  to  Jewish  communities,  and  helps  them 
to  live  their  Jewishness.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Governors  of  the  NY  Board  of  Rabbis, 
the  Leo  Baeck  Institute  and  the  World  Jewish  Congress. 

As  part  of  the  delegation  to  discuss  the  subject  “Who  is  a  Jew?’’ 
with  the  Chief  Rabbi  of  Israel,  he  hoped  to  persuade  Israel  to  be 
more  accepting  of  people  converted  by  American  rabbis. 

P.A.S.  will  continue  to  be  an  important  part  of  the  Lincolns’ 
lives.  They  will  live  nearby;  he  will  have  an  office  here,  and  will 
spend  time  writing  and  perhaps  teaching,  and  looking  forward  to 
traveling.

This  wonderful  exhibition  explores 
the  work  of  Jewish  woodcarvers  and  other  artisans  from  Eastern 
Europe  and  shows  how  their  skills  were  later  used  in  the  United 
States.  Photographs  and  models  of  synagogues  in  Poland  and  Lithu¬ 
ania  allow  us  to  see  the  exquisite  interior  carvings  that  some  of  these 
synagogues  contained.

The  125th  Anniversary  Torah  and  Hiddur  Mitzvah  I  The  biblical  injunction  of  hiddur  mitzvah,  the 

beautification  of  the  fulfillment  of  the  commandments  of  the  Torah,  has  inspired  the  creation  of  new  works  of  Jewish  ceremonial  art  to 
adorn  Park  Avenue  Synagogue’s  125th  Anniversary  Torah.  Created  by  leading  contemporary  artists,  the  Torah  shield  (tas)  and  Torah  finials 
(rimmonim)  by  Melanie  Kline,  the  Torah  mantle  by  Ita  Aber,  the  Torah  pointer  (yad)  by  Dr.  Alan  Davidson,  and  the  Torah  Wimple  by 
Louise  Silk  fulfill  the  Talmud’s  instruction  to  “Beautify  yourself  before  God  in  mitzvot.  Make  before  God. ..a  beautiful  Sefer  Torah,  and 
write  it  for  God’s  sake  with  the  finest  ink,  a  beautiful  pen,  by  a  skilled  scribe  and  wrap  it  in  fine  silks.”  These  precious  ornaments  enhance 
the  aesthetic  dimension  of  our  Torah  worship  experience,  and  reflect  how  much  we  treasure  Torah  in  our  lives. 

According  to  the  Talmud,  the  pomegranate  (one  of  the  seven  fruits  mentioned  in  the  Torah)  contains  6 1 3  seeds,  one  for  each  of  the  mitzvot, 
and  the  writing  of  a  Torah  represents  the  6 1 3th  mitzvah.  As  an  ancient  symbol  of  beauty,  love,  prosperity,  hope,  and  life,  the  pomegranate  was 
chosen  as  the  decorative  motif  for  the  ornaments  of  our  125th  Anniversary  Torah,  expressing  our  aspirations  as  a  community  for  a  vibrant 
Jewish  future. 


Pomegranate  Rimmonim  by  Melanie  Kline  I  Pomegranate  shapes  form  the  top  of  these  sterling  silver 
rimmonim  (finials).  Inside  are  accents  of  garnets  as  pomegranate  seeds,  symbolic  of  the  613  commandments. 
Along  the  edges  of  the  sterling  silver  forming  the  pomegranates  are  the  Hebrew  words  that  mean:  “For  With 
You  is  the  Source  of  Life,  By  Your  Light  Do  We  See  Light.”  Crowning  and  decorating  the  finials  are  branches 
of  myrtle,  reminding  us  of  the  sweetness  of  Torah  study.  Tambourines  jingle  under  the  pomegranates.  1  hey  are 
familiar  in  Judaism,  a  symbol  of  deliverance  from  the  legend  of  Miriam,  Moses’  sister  who  led  the  Jews  out  of 
slavery  singing  and  dancing  through  the  Red  Sea. 


Tree  of  Life  Torah  Shield  by  Melanie  Kline  I  Based  on  the  Tree  of  Life,  as  the  Torah  is  known,  this  breastplate 
(tas)  is  rich  with  symbolism.  At  the  top  of  the  breastplate,  appearing  as  golden  fruit,  are  the  Sephirot.  These 
spinning  symbols  breathe  life  into  the  word  “Israel.”  What  appears  to  be  a  tree  is  also  a  menorah,  the  symbol  of 
Judaism.  Seventy  leaves  adorn  this  menorah,  representing  the  70  members  of  the  Sanhedrin  responsible  for  the 
interpretation  of  God’s  laws.  Spirals  of  consciousness  infuse  the  air,  land,  and  river,  welcoming  us  to  the  Source 
of  this  Consciousness.  The  letters  of  the  Hebrew  aleph-bet  individually  form  the  chain  by  which  the  breastplate 
hangs,  symbolizing  the  fact  that  all  of  our  Torah  study  hangs  on  understanding  the  meaning  of  these  Hebrew 
letters.  The  beautiful  forms  of  the  letters  are  also  hidden  in  the  grasses  along  the  riverbank.  The  bells  at  the 
bottom  of  the  breastplate  call  us  to  study  the  Five  Books  of  Moses.  I  Melanie  Kline,  a  leading  contemporary 
silversmith,  has  been  widely  exhibited  and  commissioned  to  create  Judaica  for  leading  synagogues,  community  centers, 
and  Jewish  museums  throughout  North  America. 


125th  Anniversary  Torah  Mantle  by  Ita  Aber  I  The  red  silk  velvet  mantle  is  adorned  with  a  circular  disk 
(on  the  front)  and  vertical  stripes  (on  the  back)  of  pomegranate-patterned  Scalamandre  silk.  Garnet  beads 
embellish  the  pomegranates,  matching  the  garnet  seeds  of  the  Pomegranate  Rimmonim.  I  Ita  Aber,  a  renowned 
art  historian,  teacher,  and  author  of  The  Art  of  Judaic  Needlework:  Traditional  and  Contemporary  Designs  (1979), 
was  the  conservator  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogues  Torah-related  textiles  for  many  years  and  created  the  lectern  cover  for 
the  Appleman  Chapel ,  incorporating  images  from  the  Adolph  Gottlieb  stained  glass  windows. 


Torah  Pointer  (yad)  by  Dr.  Alan  Davidson  I  This  sterling  silver  and  ivory  Torah  pointer  (yad)  reflects  Dr.  Alan 
Davidson’s  intention  to  create  contemporary  Judaica  with  clean  curved  lines  that  incorporate  jewelry  techniques, 
d  he  sinuous  curves  of  the  yad  echo  the  winding  path  leading  to  theTree  of  Life  on  theTorah  shield.  Dr.  Davidson 
has  donated  this  work  to  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  in  honor  of  its  125th  anniversary.  I  Dr.  Alan  Davidson,  a 
student  of celebrated  silversmiths  Moshe  Zabari  and  Harold  Rabinowitz,  has  been  creating  silver  Jewish  ceremonial  art 
since  the  late  1960s  that  have  been  featured  in  museum  exhibitions  throughout  North  America. 


Torah  Wimple  by  Louise  Silk  I  Hundreds  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  congregants  inscribed  their  hopes  and  wishes  in  personal  dedications 
for  the  1 25th  Anniversary  Torah.  Their  inscriptions  have  been  embedded  in  a  large,  quilted  wimple  which  will  serve  as  a  canopy  for  significant 
life-cycle  events  in  the  sanctuary.  I  Louise  Silk,  a  noted  artist  who  infuses  fiber  art  with  aesthetics,  meaning,  and  memory,  has  been  recognized Jor 
her  art  quilts  by  major  museums  throughout  the  ivorld.

love  Shabbat  Hakavod!  Shabbat  Hakavod  is  a  special  Saturday 
morning  service  honoring  our  students  and  all  the  children  in  the 
|  congregation.  This  is  one  of  the  highlights  of  our  year,  when  the 
entire  school  community  comes  together  in  the  main  Sanctuary 
for  a  Shabbat  service.  Congregational  School  students  lead  prayers,  High 
School  students  read  Torah,  and  teachers  are  honored  with  aliyot.  It  is 
followed  by  a  very  festive  kiddush  for  the  entire  congregation. 

Last  year  I  started  a  tradition  of  chanting  hafiarah  on  Shabbat  Hakavod. 
This  honor  is  a  very  important  one  for  me  as  Education  Director.  At  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  Congregational  School  we  want  to  ensure  that  each 
student  has  the  opportunity  to  hear,  read  and  understand  the  Bible  to  the 
best  of  his/her  ability.  I  want  my  students  to  understand  the  Torah  and  apply 
it  to  their  lives.  I  want  them  to  know  that  learning  how  to  chant  hafiarah 
is  an  important  skill.  How  can  I  ask  students  to  chant  the  hafiarah  without 
first  asking  myself  to  do  the  same?  I  am  supposed  to  be  a  role  model  for  our 
students,  so  the  answer  was  clear:  I  had  to  chant  the  hafiarah  myself,  and 
what  better  Shabbat  for  this  than  Shabbat  Hakavod ’? 


The  haftarah  is  a  reading  from  the  second  section  of  our  Tanach,  the 
Nevi'im,  or  “Prophets."  It  is  read  in  the  synagogue  every  Shabbat  morning 
following  the  weekly  Torah  reading.  The  hafiarah  is  chanted  in  accordance 
with  special  signs  or  marks  on  the  text,  and  the  musical  motifs  associated 
with  the  signs  are  known  in  Hebrew  as  niggun,  in  Yiddish  as  “trop,  ’’and  in 
English  as  “trope.”  The  hafiarah  usually  has  a  thematic  link  to  the  Torah 
reading  that  precedes  it.  The  Torah  reading  on  Shabbat  Hakavod  was  Ki  Tisa, 
which  tells  of  Moses’  anger  at  the  golden  calf  incident.  Similarly,  the  hafiarah 
I  chanted  described  the  prophet  Elijah’s  confrontation  with  the  idolatrous 
prophets  of  Baal. 

I  loved  chanting  the  hafiarah  in  our  magnificent  Sanctuary  and  felt  very 
honored  by  both  students  and  parents  on  this  special  Shabbat.  Thanks  for 
giving  me  the  opportunity  to  start  this  new  annual  tradition.  And  for  the 
youngsters,  remember  that  “hafiarah” does  not  mean  "half-Torah."
